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FOREWORD 


The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of 
a  nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  Year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa    Crop  aid  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  a  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States, 

In  recent  year,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agriculture' 
al  organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time-     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State" 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervison  of  Norman  W  Strand, 
State-wide  work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.  Official 
Project  6G5«*72-3-56  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  30  and  32. 

The  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax*- officials  * 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws, 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  comities  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete©

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IOWA  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  TAMA.  COUNTY 

Tama  County  was  a  part  of  territory  which  was  known  as  Benton  County  and 
created  by  the  Wisconsin  Territorial  Legislature  in  1837-  l/  Tama  was  sepa- 
rately organized  within  its  present  boundaries  on  February  17,  1843 ,  and  at- 
tached to  Linn  County  for  administrative  purposes.  Tama  is  another  spelling 
of  the  Sac  and  Fox  Chief's  name,  Taimah,  from  whom  the  county  derives  its  name. 
The  independent  organization  of  the  county  was  accomplished  in  August,  1852, 
and,  in  the  following  year,  Toledo  became  the  seat  of  government. 

The  first  white  man  to  establish  a  home  in  the  county,  H.  N.  Atkinson, 
located  on  the  Iowa  River  slightly  west  of  the  present  city  of  Tama,  on  May 
IS,  1848.     In  the  fall  of  1843,  three  brothers,  three  sisters,  and  their 
mother,  named  Wilkinson,  took  up  their  residence  in  the  south-central  part 
(Richland  Township)  . 

No  great  increase  of  population  was  evident  until  the  Indian  situation 
was  settled  and  the  railroad  came  in  1362.  The  town  of  Iuka,  now  Tama,  was 
laid  out  the  same  year.  2/ 

The  inpetus  given  to  population  increase  b>  the  passage  of  the  Homestead 
Act  of  18o2,  the  settlement  of  the  Indian  question  and  the  coming  of  the  rail- 
road in  18o2  was  so  great  that  between  I063  and  1873  the  number  of  inhabitants 
increased  by  10,000. 

This  entire  region  once  belonged  to  the  Sac  and  Fox  Tribes.     Cession  of 
the  territory  had  been  made  to  the  United  States  by  the  Indians  in  1837 >  with 
the  understanding  that  they  were  to  be  removed  to  a  reservation  in  Kansas. 
The  Indians  were  reluctant  to  leave  their  tribal  home  and  hunting  grounds,  and 
many  of  them  remained  in  their  beloved  woods  and  along  the  rivers  even  after 
signing  a  treaty  at  Agency  in  1842  agreeing  to  be  gone  by  1845 .    Small  bands 
kept  moving  back  after  184-5  &nd  joining  those  who  had  remained,  the  number 
getting  near  100.      The  State  of  Iowa, sympathizing  with  the  homesick  red  men, 
passed  a  law  in  IS56,  permitting  them  to  remain  in  Tama  County.     In  1857.  Gov- 
ernor Grimes  was  appointed  trustee  for  these  people,  and,  by  his  help,  they 
secured  80  acres,  purchased  with  their  annuity  money.    Later  this  group  was 
enlarged,  until  today,  they  number  about  400  people  and  own  3>300  acres  of 
land.     This  is  not  a  reservation.     The  Indians  own  their  lands  and  use  it  as 
a  means  of  livelihood.    Many  of  their  ancestral  customs  are  maintained,  one 
of  which  is  the  powwow  or  general  meeting  held  once  a  year* 

Area 

Tama  County  is  24-  by  30  miles  in  extent  having  720  square  miles  of  surface 
and  a  total  acreage  of  4-60,300,  4/  farm  lands  accounting  for  4-46,384-  acres  of 
this  area.  ^7     There  are  21  townships  coinciding  with  the  congressional  town- 
ships, with  the  exception  of  Toledo  and  Tama  Townships,  which  have  24  and  12 
square  miles,  respectively.     The  county  ranks  nine  in  point  of  size  in  the 
S  t  at  e .

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■Topography 

Topographically,  Tama  County  presents  two  totally  divers  regions,  each 
entirely  different  as  to  origin  and  surface. 

Extensive  level  and  slightly  undulating  prairies  cover  more  than  one-half 
of  the  county — the  northern  part  reaching  well  past  the  middle.     Owing  to  its 
comparative  youth  geologically  speaking,  the  streams  are  shallow,  and  no  rough 
terrain  has  "been  developed  by  erosion. 

4  continuous  line  of  hills  marks  the  beginning  of  the  southern  area,  where 
surface  irregularities  prevail.    North  of  the  Iowa  River  the  land  is  old,  and 
long  continued  weathering  and  erosion  have  cut  an  intricate  network  of  stream 
channels,  so  that  level  uplands  are  few  and  small  in  area. 

Broad  flood  plains  nave  been  made  by  the  Iowa  River,  Salt  and  Deer  Creeks, 
and,  to  a  lesser  degree,  along  Wolf  Creek.     Steep  bluffs  from  50  to  75  feet 
high  border  the  Iowa  River  practically  the  entire  distance  tlirough  the  county* 
Deer ~  and  Salt  Creeks  havo  also  worn  deep  channels  .una  ht.ve  steep  "bluffs  along 
their- courses .  6/ 

Climate 

The  ten  year  (1930-1939)   temperature  of  this  county  was  48.1  degrees,  jj 
The  average  rainfall  for  thirty-six  years  (I894-I93O)  was  32.87  inches  and  the 
mean  growing  season  was  1U7  days  between  the  average  killing  frost  dates  of 
May  6  and  September  30  for  37  years  (I893-I93O) .  8/ 

Population 

The  density  of  Population  is  31  per  square  mile,  as  compared  with  the 
State  figure  of  44.    The  following  table  gives  the  population  data,  at  ten 
year  enumerations:

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  thirteen  cooperative  institutions  operating  in  this 
county,  five  elevators,  one  milk  station,  one  creamery,  one  livestock  enter- 
prise, one  merchandising  establishment,  three  lumber  yards,  and  one  canning 
factory. 

As  a  whole  they  had  2,073  members  of  which  1,775  were  active  and  3>215 
persons  did  business  witn  the  thirteen  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives 
had  a  business  volume  of  $1, 038,873  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  did 
$121,433  worth  of  business.  14/ 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.    Purchasing,  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  sellin&  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons. 

Fruit 

The  leading  fruit  crop  of  this  county  for  the  last  70  years  has  been 
apples.     Census  statistics  show  bS ,357  apple  trees  and  a  production  of  39.091 
bushels  in  1884.     The  lowest  number  was  reported  in  193^  when  lb, 531  trees 
with  a  production  of  3»H9  bushels  were  listed.     The  year  1884  was  the  peak 
year  for  grapes  in  the  number  of  vines  reported — 21, 885  with  a  production 
of  55.280  pounds.     There  was  a  production  of  96,892  pounds  in  I9O9  with  only 
16,181  vines  and  these  numbers  had  decreased  to  10,127  vines  and  79 » 3^3  pounds 
in  193^ •    Peaches,  cherries,  and  plums  have  never  been  important.  15/

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Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  fol- 
lows:  (1)  all  corn,   (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)   corn  cut  for  silage, 
(k)   corn  cut  for  fodder  and  (5)   corn  hogged  off.     A  total  production  is 
given  for  each  farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting 
county  totals  of  production  the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multi- 
plied by  the  yield  (derived  by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total 
acres  husked)   and  added  to  summations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown 
as  husked.     This  assumes  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the 
same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  193*+  and.  15'3o,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  state  assessors'  office  be- 
cause it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best 
acreages  for  husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  w.aich  would  have  a.  differ- 
end  and  lower  yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied 
by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  bj  counties  only  ana  not  by  townships .     The  township 
yields  for  these  two  years  then,  are  sonewhat  high  since  they  are  based  on 
acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked,  only.     The  tot  1  cor:,  acre- 
age is  shown  by  township  with  this  yield  and  any  attempt  to  miltiply  it  by 
the  acreage  shown  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure. 
The  county  summary  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  193*+  and  193&  have  been 
adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  tiiese  yields  may 
legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total 
productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from 
the  yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been 
assumed  to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield,  and  township 
yields  are  therefore  consistent  in  all  years  except  193*+  an(3-  193&.

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last 
four  years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  26  and  com- 
parison with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the 
unadjusted  state  farm  assessor's  figures.
